In  other  matters,  Chairman  Schaefer  noted  that  several 
weeks  ago  the  board  asked  for  volunteers  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  the 
Marion  Scholarship  Committee  and  five  people  expressed 
interest  in  serving  out  the  term  formerly  held  by  Ted  Pratt.

Chairman  Schaefer 
asked  that  any  resident  interested  in  serving  on  the  ORR  High 
School  Building  Committee  should  submit  a  letter  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen. 

Chairman  Schaefer  next  provided  an  update  on  their 
search  for  a  new  Police  Chief.  She  noted  that  41  applications 
were  received  for  the  position  and  they've  since  narrowed  that 
field  down  to  eight  —  all  of  whom  have  gone  through  an  initial 
interview  process.  They've  now  selected  three  for  final 
interviews  which  will  be  conducted  on  January  3,  4  and  5  at  7:00 
pm  in  the  Selectmen's  office.  The  board  expects  to  make  their 
final  choice  the  following  week.  In  the  interim,  Sergeant 
Lawrence  Savery  will  serve  as  Acting  Police  Chief  until  the  new 
chief  is  hired. 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the 
board,  they  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening  at 
7:28  pm.  Their  next  meeting  will  be  held  on  Tuesday,  December 
28.

27  at  7:00  pm  and  added  that  the  meeting  would  likely  be 
held  in  Executive  Session  under  the  exception  to  consider 
the  possible  discipline  and/or  dismissal  of  an  individual. 

Under  New  Business,  the  board  discussed 
pending  plans  to  construct  a  concession  stand  at  the  new 
ballfield  on  Dexter's  Lane.  The  project  is  now  being 
spearheaded  by  the  Park  Commissioners,  who  would  like 
to  pour  a  foundation  for  the  large  building  as  soon  as 
possible.

make  sure  it  meets  their  requirements.  We  don't  know 
anything  about  the  building  ...  and  (Mr.  Francis)  needs  a 
plot  plan  before  he  can  approve  it." 

The  board  next  received  a  request  from  a  police 
officer  to  place  a  letter  in  his  personnel  file.  Since  there 
was  no  grievance  to  be  heard,  Chairman  Cutler  said  he 
would  entertain  a  motion  to  do  so,  but  both  Selectman 
Ryan  and  Selectman  Parker  had  reservations. 

"If  we  are  going  to  place  this  in  his  file,  I'd  like 
statements  from  all  the  people  mentioned  in  the  letter  to 
accompany  it,"  she  said.  "It's  a  very  self-serving 
document  and  I'd  like  the  people  who  are  quoted  to 
substantiate  their  statements." 

"I  think  this  should  still  go  through  the  grievance 
procedure,"  Selectman  Parker  said. 

With  that,  the  board  voted  via  majority  —  2  to  1, 
with  Chairman  Cutler  in  opposition  —  to  send  a  response 
to  the  officer  in  question  that  this  matter  should  go 
through  the  grievance  procedure. 

The  board  then  reopened  its  discussion  on  the 
town's  Personnel  By-Law  and  the  lack  of  activity  on  the 
part  of  the  appointed  Personnel  Board.  The  board 
considered  the  possibility  of  expanding  the  current 
Personnel  Board  from  three  to  five  members,  and  also 
stressed  that  the  Personnel  Policy  needs  to  be  amended. 

"I'm  very  frustrated  with  this  Personnel  By-Law 
...  it's  not  working  and  now's  the  time  to  look  at  it  and  fix 
it,"  Selectman  Ryan  said.  "Everybody  knows  that  there

(EMS)  coverage  in  surrounding  towns  helps  folks  in  Marion 
realize  and  appreciate  what  a  remarkable  service  we  have  had 
for  almost  25  years!  With  20  volunteer  EMTs  and  four  volunteer 
Paramedics  (EMT-Ps)  who  respond  to  pagers  24  hours  a  day 
when  the  911  call  goes  out,  they  have  an  enviable  record  of  fast 
response  with  positive  results.  Whether  making  a  cup  of  tea  for 
an  elderly  patient  who  forgot  to  take  her  medication  and  sitting 
with  her  for  a  while  or  resuscitating  patients  in  complete  cardiac 
arrest,  versatile  Marion  EMTs  are  a  remarkable  group. 

When  all  pagers  announce  the  911  emergency,  EMTs 
and  EMT-Ps  in  the  vicinity  respond  to  the  scene  immediately 
while  others  go  to  the  (Fire)  Station  for  the  ambulance  and 
respond  to  the  scene.  Frequently  the  Marion  Police  are  the  first 
on  the  scene  and  their  prompt  use  of  CPR  has  made  the 
difference  between  life  and  death  for  many  patients.  Because 
defibrillators  and  trained  personnel  are  in  each  ambulance  and 
cruiser,  several  Marion  residents  are  living  healthy  productive 
lives  after  recovering  from  complete  cardiac  arrest. 

The  recent  Marion  VFW  Fund  Drive  to  finance  a  new 
ambulance  has  been  an  outstanding  success  and  is  one  of  the 
reasons  why  Marion  EMS  has  never  billed  for  its  services.  For  a 
commercial  ambulance  service  the  bill  for  transport  only  from 
Marion  to  Tobey  Hospital  would  be  a  minimum  of  $500.  Add 
any  ALS  (Advanced  Life  Support)  services  and  the  bill  could 
double. 

We  in  Marion  are  very  fortunate  to  have  a  group  of 
really  dedicated  EMT  and  EMT-P  neighbors  who  are  willing  to 
respond  to  a  call  for  help,  day  or  night,  in  any  kind  of  weather.

Boating  Course  in  Mattapoisett 

Registration  for  the  United  States  Power 
Squadron's  Boating  Course  will  be  held  at  7:30  pm  on 
Tuesday  January  11,  2000  at  Old  Rochester  Regional  High

Boaters  can  save  on  insurance  if  they  take  a  basic 
boating  course  such  as  this  one.  Statistically,  boating 
course  graduates  have  good  safety  records,  making  them 
better  risks  for  marine  insurance  companies.  In  addition, 
all  boaters  16  years  of  age  and  under  are  now  required  to 
pass  a  boating  course  in  order  to  operate  motor  boats  of 
any  horsepower.  This  requirement  should  be  an  incentive 
for  young  people  to  sign  up  for  this  basic  boating  course. 

In  the  six  two-hour  sessions  of  the  course, 
students  will  be  introduced  to  the  basics  of  14  subjects: 
reading  charts  and  understanding  aids-to-navigation,  safe 
boat  operation,  elementary  seamanship,  navigation  (rules 
of  the  road),  sailing,  engine  trouble-shooting,  course 
plotting  practice,  equipment  requires  by  state  and  federal 
regulations,  radio-telephone  procedures,  boat  handling, 
docking  and  undocking,  weather  prediction,  trailering 
your  boat,  and  elementary  marlinespike  seamanship 
(tying  knots  that  hold).  The  seventh  session  is  a  final 
exam.

The  Mattapoisett  Board  of  Health  would  like  to 
inform  residents  of  the  Homeowner  Septic  Loan  Program 
which  is  designed  to  assist  homeowners  and 
condominium  associations,  repair  or  replace  septic 
systems  which  fail  to  meet  the  Commonwealth's  Title  V 
requirements.  The  program  can  also  be  used  to  hook  up  to 
public  sewer  when  existing  septic  systems  do  not  meet 
Title  V  requirements.  This  program  is  a  combined  effort  of 
the  Department  of  Environmental  Protection,  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Revenue,  Massachusetts 
Housing  Finance  Agency  (MHFA),  and  the  Mattapoisett 
Board  of  Health.

In  securing  a  mortgage  for 
your  home,  the  lender  will 
require  you  to  take  out  a 
homeowner's  insurance 
policy,  which  you  would  no 
doubt  do  anyway.

■  Anna  and  the  King.  Starring  Jodie  Foster 
and  Chow  Tun-Fat.  Directed  by  Andy  Tennant . 
MPAA  rating:  PG-13.  Running  time:  149 
minutes.  At  Cinema  12  at  the  North  Dartmouth 
Mall  and  Flagship  Cinemas  in  New  Bedford. 

Halfway  through  Being  John  Malkovich 
when  Catherine  Keener  looked  Into  the  eyes 
of  John  Malkovich  and  saw  the  soul  of  the 
woman  she  loved,  she  raised  the  curtain  on 
a  new,  funky  kind  of  screen  romance.  It's 
hard  to  regress  from  that  to  the  conventional 
repressed  romance  of  Anna  and  the  King,  one 
more  women's  weepie  in  which  we're  supposed 
to  sigh  and  honor  the  restraint  of  the  two 
romantic  leads  as  they  spend  two  hours  or 
more  denying  their  feelings.  The  best  example 
of  this  sort  of  film  in  the  '90s  was  The  Remains 
of  the  Day;  the  many  Hollywood  variations 
since  —  Bridges  of  Madison  County,  The 
Horse  Whisperer,  and  so  on — have  done  little 
to  improve  on  it. 

Three  questions  answered  right  away: 
Yes,  Jodie  Foster  fakes  a  serviceable  accent 
as  Anna  Leonowens,  the  widowed  British 
schoolteacher  who  journeys  to  Siam  with  her 
young  son.  Yes,  Chow  Yun-Fat  is  quietly 
charismatic  as  King  Mongkut,  the  monarch 
who  hires  Anna  to  teach  his  dozens  of  children. 
And  yes,  the  film  is  an  elegant  bit  of  eye  candy 
(cinematographerCaleb  Deschanel,  who  shot 
The  Black  Stallion,  is  a  whiz  at  picture- 
postcard  images).  The  movie  is  handsome 
and  well-appointed,  with  lonely  good  moments 
scattered  across  its  two  hoursand  29  minutes, 
but  it's  still  one  of  the  most  boring  films  in 
recent  memory.  I  was  reminded  of  Kundun, 
which  had  no  plot  but  exerted  a  strong  hold 
on  our  visual  imagination.  Anna  and  the  King 
has  too  much  plot  tripping  up  its 
enchantment. 

Anna  and  King  Mongkutforgeanamiably 
combative  bond  the  minute  they  lay  eyes  on 
each  other.  The  King,  It  seems,  is  tired  of 
women  (and  men)  grovelling  on  the  floor 
before  him  all  the  time;  he's  excited  by  a  free- 
thinker like  Anna,  who  dares  to  remain 
standing  in  his  presence.  Anna,  for  her  part, 
is  attracted  to  the  King  because  ...  well,  he's 
played  by  Chow  Yun-Fat;  the  script  (credited 
to  Steve  Meerson  and  Peter  Krikes)  provides 
little  other  reason. 

The  British  schoolmarm  and  the  Asian 
god  spend  many,  many  scenes  enlightening 
each  other;  the  movie  at  its  worst  is  like  a 
lecture  on  com  parative  culture.  I  experienced 
more  than  a  little  deja  vu.  having  recently 


caught  up  with  director  Andy  Tennant's 
previous  movie,  the  likable  Ever  After,  in 
which  a  pre-feminist  Cinderella  (Drew 
Barrymore)  challenged  and  debated  the  Prince 
until  he  had  no  choice  but  to  fall  in  love  with 
her.  Apparently,  all  these  monarchs  need  is 
a  gutsy  woman  to  set  them  straight  and  tell 
them  when  they're  being  jerks.  Tennant  has 
a  solid  eye  for  visuals;  he  also  has  an  eye  on 
the  women  in  the  audience  who  like  being 
flattered  with  the  notion  that  they,  too,  could 
sway  a  king  with  their  ideas. 

A  subplot  involving  some  of  the  King's 
rebellious  men  —  who  want  to  go  to  war  with 
the  Burmese  against  the  King's  will  —  sucks 
most  of  the  life  out  of  the  movie  and  distracts 
from  the  already  dubious  magic  of  the 
romance.  The  only  redeeming  virtue  of  the 
scenes  of  palace  intrigue  is  the  impressive 
actor  Randall  Duk  Kim ,  as  the  brutal  General 
Arak;  his  saturnine  features  and  weary 
delivery  of  stock  evil  dialogue  reminded  me  of 
John  Hurt.  But  this  story  thread  just  leads  to 
an  intelligence-insulting  climax  involving  an 
exploding  bridge.  Do  all  movies  have  to  end 
like  lethal  Weapon  these  days? 

Foster  and  Chow  Yun-Fat  occasionally 
get  a  pleasant  rhythm  going  together,  and 
their  best  moment  comes  when  tragedy 
strikes:  the  King's  anguish  barely  held  in 
check  by  the  stoicism  required  of  a  monarch; 
Anna's  grief-stricken  expression  as  she 
struggles  not  to  weep  openly  (Foster  is  lighted 
so  that  her  eyes  seem  ripped  open  by 
fishhooks).  Chow  Yun-Fat  acquits  himself 
well  in  his  first  major  Hollywood  role  without 
gunplay.  Though  he's  sometimes  a  bit  hard 
to  understand  (to  be  fair,  I  wonder  how 
intelligible  Foster's  lines  of  Chinese  dialogue 
are  to  Chinese  listeners),  he  gives  the  movie 
whatever  dignity  it  has,  and  he  steals  the  film 
right  out  from  under  Foster,  who  often  seems 
preoccupied  with  maintaining  her  accent. 
Anna  and  the  King  ends  on  an  elegant  note, 
but  it's  not  enough  to  wipe  out  our  memory  of 
that  idiotically  explosive  climax;  the  movie 
has  already  lost  face,  and  our  interest  with  it.
